N AN unknown grave, in Georgetown, South Carolina, lie the ashes of 
Capt. Moses Rogers, and somewhere, buried in the sand and earth of 
Long Island Sqpnd, lie the stout oaken timbers of the S. S. Savannah, 
which proudly sailed from Savannah, Georgia, May 22. 1819—under her 
own steam—for Europe! 
Twenty-nine days later Liverpool harbor was amazed to see enter­ 
ing her tile first ship to cross tile Atlantic by steam. 
Tile event was 
noted all over the w’orld as a real thriller. Many fmportant ports and 
countries Were visited about Europe, and the little ship—only IOO feet in 
length and 350 tons burden—was admired and visited by Royalty and the 
distinguished of that day. 
Even in the face of th at remarkable achievement, however, there 
were skeptics. People commented about the event as merely a wild ex­ 
periment that would come to nothing—as many did after the first air­ 
plane crossed the English Channel and the Atlantic Ocean. 
This event of 114 years ago came vividly to my mind the other day 
when there was launched in the United States, its latest triumph in 
ship building—the “W ashington," a great giant, 705 feet long, weighing 
24,000 gross ton, and driven by huge oil engines! Like a mighty palace, 
with everything thinkable for the comfort of travellers—to span that same 
ocean in less day than the fingers on one of our hands. 
And today, from the ports of every nation in the world, daily depart 
great liners, propelled by steam and oil—knitting the thought and prog­ 
ress and aspiration of the world into one mammoth network of coop­ 
eration! 
And so it is that this day has been set apart in the United States as 
“Maritime Day.” I wish I had the space to tell of the interesting facts 
and the complete story of th at little S. S. Savannah, and of that other 
ship that left Pictou, Nova Scotia, and crossed the Atlantic, fathered by 
the famous Cunard, and which was the forerunner of the present great 
Cunard line of ships. 
Endless are the achievements of man! The youth of today will prob­ 
ably live to cat breakfast in New’ York and dine in London on the same 
day—thanks to huge air liners which will undoubtedly make this pos­ 
sible. 
Be all this as it may, let us today drink a silent toast to the intrepid 
Capt. Moses Rogers, who piloted th at little S. S. Savannah across the At­ 
lantic ocean by steam 114 years ago!
